But as I believ'd from the firſt, and Jaws es experienced, eee Truſt 
of ſuch a Nature, and ſo underſtood, is no light Undertaking, I have "8 
ſome Time perceived my Health particularly unequal to that Service ; un- 
able to -erto:m the Duty of Attendance in the Houſe of Commons; unſa- 
tie: let any perſonal Conſiderations of my own (even that of Health 
; fete, however neceſſary, with my Services which I owed to the 
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Univerſity, and to my Country : Convinced too, beyond a Doubt, from 


ſome Experience, that my Continuance in the Houſe of Commons would 
produce no Advantage to either, I pleaſe my ſelf in thinking that I do the 
eſt Service I can now do to the Univerſity, in giving them an Opportunity 
to make a better Choice. And I have therefore accepted the Honour (which 
his Majeſty's Goodneſs would perhaps have conferred on me ſome Years ago) 
of being called up to the Barony of my Father, in the Houſe of Lords: An 
Honour which I have received now with the greater Willingneſs, becauſe 
had full Confidence that I ſhould occaſion thereby neither Prejudice nor In- 
convenience of any Kind to the Univerſity ; whoſe Intereſts and Honour I 
muſt ever have at Heart, and whoſe Quiet and Unanimity, if poſſible, I muſt 
therefore particularly wiſh preſerved upon all Occaſions, and eſpecially in the 
Exerciſe of this great Priviledge, in which they have fo ſingularly main- 
tained an Independence and Dignity, ſo glorious to themſelves, fo exemplary 
to the reſt of the Nation, ſo truly preſerving the Spirit as well as the Forms 
In being thus removed from their immediate Service, the Univerſity, I 
hope, will do me Juſtice to believe, I can never withdraw my ſelf my 
Attachment to that Society.
